Neighborhood and Business Improvement Districts - The Council adopted the Ordinance of Intention for the proposed Central 
Avenue BID; the Annual Report for reconfirmation of Assessments for the Chatsworth merchant-based BID; and the 2015 Annual 
Planning Report for the L.A. Tourism Marketing District BID. 

El Pueblo Celebration - The City Archivist spoke on the early water history of Los Angeles at the City's birthday celebration at El 
Pueblo over the past weekend. The event was covered by KTLA 5 http://ktlane.ws/lLDe9x0 . 

Historical Archives Research - Council District 4 staff researched Charter Amendment N from the 1978 ballot pertaining to funding 
the 1984 Olympic Games and financial reporting to the City Council on the Games. Council District 10 staff researched the history 
of the Community Naming Designation for Little Ethiopia. 

Council File Supplemental Subscription New Feature - Subscription to supplemental Council Files is now available through the 
Council File Management System (CFMS) and through the Council Impact Statement (CIS) System. When a new impact statement is 
submitted by a Neighborhood Council (NC), the system will automatically notify the NC via email as soon as a new supplemental is 
created. This new feature was demonstrated to the EmpowerLA. 

Electronic Speaker Card - A prototype for submitting electronic speaker cards in Council meetings has been developed. This 
concept would replace the paper speaker card process that's being used during Council meetings. A demonstration will be 
provided to the Council President's Office for further direction and policy decisions. 
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Fiscal - Staff drafted the FY16-17 budget instruction letter for all City Clerk Divisions; provided authority for the Cultural Affairs 
Department to access the City-wide translation services contract; and met with EmpowerLA staff regarding the audit function for the 
Neighborhood Council funding program. 

General City Purposes - Staff received 25 allocation requests; submitted 9 invoices to Accounting for processing; and drafted 1 
contract. 

Personnel - Staff updated the Department organization chart for the intranet; processed salary increases retroactive to 7/1/15 for 
elected officials not requesting a salary increase waiver; and transmitted a communication regarding the renewal of Mileage Placards 
for affected Mayor and Council staff.
